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HOME  COMING 

The  twelfth  annual  Home  Coming  for 
the  graduates  of  the  School  of  Nursing 
of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  of  Chi¬ 
cago  was  held  on  Wednesday,  Novem¬ 
ber  11,  1931. 

It  seemed  an  unusually  happy  day  of 
reunions  and  from  early  morning  until 
late  at  night  the  Sprague  Home  was 
filled  with  guests. 

Three  of  the  graduates  were  proud 
to  be  pointed  out  as  the  first  students 
to  enter  the  School  in  1903  and  to 
graduate  first  of  their  class  in  1906. 

The  program  of  the  day  included  an 
informal  luncheon  at  noon,  attended  by 
many  of  the  medical  staff  and  other 
personnel  of  the  hospital  and  a  recep¬ 
tion  in  the  afternoon,  followed  by  a 
dinner  for  all  who  could  stay.  In  the 
evening  an  interesting  program  was 
presented,  introduced  by  the  moving 
picture  of  Presbyterian  Hospital  ac¬ 
tivities  prepared  by  Mr.  Bacon  in  col¬ 
laboration  with  the  Petrolager  Com¬ 
pany.  At  the  end  of  the  picture  Mr. 
Bacon  appeared  in  person  and  gave  a 
short  address.  Music  was  provided  by 
students  of  the  School,  Miss  Madeline 
Kneberg  (1932)  and  Miss  Dorothy 
Lains  (1934),  accompanied  by  Miss 
Alice  Miller  (1933).  Miss  Ebba  Schutt- 
ner  (1933)  formerly  a  Chautauqua 
reader,  gave  several  readings,  after 
which  a  harmless  punch  and  a  few 
more  reminiscences  terminated  the 
happy  and  eventful  day. 

MARY  BYRNE  FUND 

“Depression  or  no  depression,  the 
Mary  Byrne  Memorial  Fund  has  stead¬ 
ily  progressed.  It  has  now  reached  a 
total  of  $24,726,  and  its  benefits  are  told 
daily  in  the  praises  of  those  who  have 
been  ill  and  yet  had  no  hospital  bill  to 
pay.” 

The  above  is  taken  from  the  report 
of  our  new  custodian.  Miss  Desse 
Greek  (1914).  Miss  Greek  lives  at 
Sprague  Home,  1750  West  Congress 
Street,  and  graduates  wishing  to  join 
the  Mary  Byrne  Fund  should  apply  in 
writing  to  her.  Members  desiring  to 
use  the  room  should  write  or  in  some 
way  get  in  touch  with  Miss  Greek  or 
Miss  Beulah  Dalton,  the  Alumnae 
President,  and  secure  permission  be¬ 


fore  coming  to  the  hospital.  This  is 
to  prevent  delay  in  admission  as  no  one 
can  be  admitted  without  an  O.  K.  by 
the  committee.  Only  those  whose  mem¬ 
berships  are  paid  up  to  date  may  be 
admitted.  The  paid-up  membership  is 
$100  which  may  be  paid  in  one  sum  or 
at  the  rate  of  $20  per  year  from  the 
year  of  graduation. 

SICK  BENEFIT  FUND 

Our  Sick  Benefit  and  Relief  Fund  is 
growing.  According  to  the  annual  re¬ 
port  it  now  amounts  to  $1,463.95. 

For  those  who  may  not  understand 
about  this  fund  we  take  this  opportu¬ 
nity  to  make  a  brief  explanation.  It 
was  felt  that  we  should  have  some  fund 
from  which  members  of  the  Association 
could  borrow  in  case  of  need.  This 
need  not  be  restricted  to  sickness.  The 
money  is  loaned  without  interest,  to  be 
paid  back  whenever  the  individual  is 
capable  of  doing  so  with  no  time  limit 
specified.  Application  for  use  of  the 
fund  should  be  made  to  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

To  get  the  Fund  started  it  was  de¬ 
cided  that  one  dollar  of  each  member¬ 
ship  fee  each  year  should  go  to  the 
Sick  Benefit  Fund.  This  makes  every 
member  of  the  Alumnae  Association  a 
contributor,  and  also  eliminates  solicit¬ 
ing  of  individuals  in  emergencies. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  re¬ 
ceived  a  check  from  Mr.  Thornhill 
Broome  for  $100  for  the  Fund.  Also, 
$10  from  Mrs.  E.  E.  Irons.  Miss  Greek 
is  saving  the  flower  baskets  on  her 
floor,  selling  them  and  turning  the 
money  over  to  the  Alumnae.  With 
this  money  we  have  purchased  a  fine 
desk  and  are  now  putting  the  money 
into  the  Sick  Benefit  and  Relief  Fund. 
This  fund  is  very  worthwhile  and  needs 
the  interest  of  everyone.

The  following  resolution  of  the 
Private  Duty  Nurses  of  the  First  Dis¬ 
trict  ma}"  be  of  interest  to  the  Alumnae  : 

“Whereas,  in  the  present  economic 
situation  there  are  many  deserving  sick 
people  who  need  special  nursing  care 
but  are  unable  to  pay  for  it,  we  the 
Private  Duty  Nurses  of  First  District, 
Illinois  State  Nurses’  Association,  vol- 
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imteer  to  give  one  ten-hour  day  each 
month  while  on  the  waiting  list  of  the 
Registry  without  remuneration. 

“The  Hospitals  and  homes  which  may 
make  use  of  this  service  will  undoubt¬ 
edly  want  to  furnish  the  nurse’s  meals 
as  she  has  the  individual  expense  of 
laundry  for  her  uniform. 

“We  recommend  that  the  existence 
and  availability  of  this  service  be  made 
known  to  Superintendents  of  hospitals, 
to  nursing  organizations  and  to  others 
who  may  be  interested.”

“BRUSHING  UP” 

To  help  the  nurse  and  to  assure  good 
nursing  for  the  patient  it  has  become 
necessary  to  ask  each  graduate  of  the 
School  who,  after  absence  from  nursing 
in  the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  returns 
for  special  duty,  to  first  “brush' up”  oP 
the  technique  of  the  institution.  This 
is  particularly  necessary  for  those  who 
have  not  been  doing  continuous  bed¬ 
side  nursing. 

The  opportunity  to  learn  changed 
methods  may  be  secured  by  spending 
some  time  on  the  floors  of  the  hospital, 
when  the  teachers  and  head  nurses  of 
the  School  will  be  glad  to  give  instruc¬ 
tions  on  forgotten  points,  so  that  at  the 
completion  of  this  period  it  may  be  pos¬ 
sible  to  allow  assignments  with  indi¬ 
vidual  patients.  Information  regarding 
this  privilege  may  be  secured  by  apply¬ 
ing  to  Miss  McMillan’s  office. 

Graduates  returning  to  active  nurs¬ 
ing  should  secure  State  registration  for 
without  it  membership  on  Nurses’  Reg¬ 
istries,  on  hospital  or  other  nursing 
staffs  is  not  possible.

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work  for  infantile  cases.  However, 
there  are  other  cases  such  as  encephal¬ 
itis,  arthritis,  and  spastic  paralysis.  The 
treatment  consists  chiefly  of  water  ex¬ 
ercises.  There  are  corrective  walking 
exercises,  and  patients  who  sit  in  wheel 
chairs  all  day  are  made  to  put  on 
braces  and  walk.  The  progress  is  very 
slow,  but  it  is  so  different  than  any¬ 
thing  I  have  come  in  contact  with,  that 
it  seems  rapid.  People  who  have  been 
stretcher  cases  for  five,  six,  and  ten 
years  come  here  and  after  three  or 
four  months  of  treatment  are  able  to 
sit  up  and  perhaps  wiggle  a  little  toe. 
It  is  pathetic  and  depressing  to  an  able 
body,  but  simply  thrilling  to  the 
patients.  The  internationally  known 
orthopedist  Dr.  Hoke,  famous  for  the 
Hoke  operation,  is  to  be  chief-surgeon 
after  December  1st.  I  do  wish  more 
' — people  were  interested-and  knew  more 
about  the  Foundation  because  it  is  still 
in  its  infancy.  I  believe  some  day  it 
will  be  THE  place  for  all  crippled 
people.”

On  account 
of  the  general  nursing  conditions  the 
usual  class  of  fifty  or  sixty  members 
has  been  reduced  to  thirty-six,  and  , 
there  will  be  no  spring  class.  The 
next  class  to  enter  will  be  the  fall 
class  of  1933. 

On  Tuesday,  October  18th,  from 
four  to  five  o’clock  the  Woman’s 
Board  of  the  Hospital  will  give  a 
Tea  at  Sprague  Home  for  the  Pre¬ 
liminary  class.

We  are  always  glad  to  receive  let¬ 
ters  from  our  members  telling  us 
about  their  experiences.  This  time  we 
have  a  letter  from  Martha  Mills  Hill, 
Iloilo,  Panay,  P.  I.,  which  is  so  inter¬ 
esting  and  educational  we  want  to 
share  part  of  it  with  you.  She  de¬ 
scribes  a  trip  to  the  Culion  Leper 
Colony  on  the  Philippine  Islands  as 
follows : 

“We  arrived  in  Culion  at  2:30  the 
next  afternoon.  It  is  the  loveliest 
spot  I  have  ever  seen.  The  little 
harbor  is  almost  surrounded  by  love¬ 
ly  green  islands.  There  are  several 
passages  thru  them  and  a  captain 
has  to  know  his  stuff  to  get  safely 
in  on  account  of  the  coral  reefs.  The 
Colony  is  built  along  the  sides  of  the 
hills  over-looking  the  harbor.  There 
are  nearly  6,000  lepers  there.  About 
460  of  them  are  in  the  hospitals  and 
the  rest  try  to  live  as  normally  as 
possible.  Those  who  had  been  fisher- 
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men  before,  live  in  a  little  village 
right  on  the  coast  and  go  out  every 
day  in  their  fishing  boats  and  sell 
their  catch  to  the  Government.  Those 
who  were  small  farmers  are  given 
small  plots  of  ground  and  they  raise 
fruit  and  vegetables  and  sell  them. 
There  are  many  small  tiendas  all 
owned  and  run  by  lepers.  Some  work 
on  the  roads  and  do  building  and  re¬ 
pairing,  etc.  They  elect  their  own 
city  officials  and  hold  regular  Court 
for  those  who  break  their  laws.  They 
man  and  run  their  police  and  fire  de¬ 
partments.  One  American,  an  old 
soldier,  who  has  been  there  for  years, 
has  run  the  electric  light  and  ice 
plant  and  has  a  nice  income,  owns 
his  own  automobile.  The  Govern¬ 
ment  furnishes  their  food  and  what¬ 
ever  they  make  is  their  own.  A  few 
become  quite  well-to-do. 

“We  went  all  through  the  hospitals 
and  saw  many  pitiful  sights.  The 
advanced  cases,  where  the  leprous 
growths  have  destroyed  their  eyes 
and  where  fingers  and  toes  are  miss¬ 
ing,  etc.,  are  mostly  quite  old  people, 
and  in  a  few  years  there  ought  to  be 
very  few  cases  where  the  disease  has 
made  such  headway.  They  are  get¬ 
ting  cases  earlier  and  earlier.  One  of 
the  latest  projects  has  been  the 
establishing  of  skin  clinics  in  various 
places  where  many  cases  are  picked 
up  before  they  become  “positive,” 
that  is  before  they  can  pass  the  dis¬ 
ease  on  to  anyone  else,  and  these  can 
be  treated  and  cured  without  ever 
having  to  be  taken  out  of  Society. 
Now,  too,  people  come  of  their  own 
accord  for  treatment,  as  less  severe 
cases  are  treated  in  the  local  treat¬ 
ment  camps  where  their  relatives  and 
friends  can  come  and  visit  them  occa¬ 
sionally.  Formally,  of  course,  it 
meant  life  exile,  and  families  shel¬ 
tered  and  hid  them  away  and  the 
constabulary  had  to  be  sent  to  bring 
them  in. 

“The  cheerful  atmosphere  of  the 
place  was  a  big  surprise  to  me.  There 
were  smiles  wherever  we  went  and 
an  excellent  band  played  lively  music 
to  welcome  Dr.  Fajardo. 

“We  were  interested  in  seeing  the 
new  buildings,  the  Governor-General 
Wood  Memorial  Fund  has  made  pos¬ 
sible;  surgical  wards,  laboratory  and 
research  work  quarters  and  a  nice 
nurses’  home.  All  the  ethyl-esters  of 
Chalmoogra  oil  which  are  used  in 
treating  the  lepers,  not  only  in  Culi- 
on  but  in  all  the  Philippines  are 
made  in  the  laboratories  there.  The 
oil  comes  from  the  seeds  of  a  fruit 
which  grows  on  a  small  tree  in  India. 
They  import  it  in  huge  drums  and 
also  in  seed  form.  They  put  it  thru 
a  refining  process  in  which  the  active 
principle  of  the  oil  is  changed  to 
these  so-called  ethyl-esters  which 
they  have  found  more  effective  in 
treating  the  disease  than  the  un- 
changd  oil.  .05  to  .01  per  cent  of 
iodine  is  added  and  this  preparation 
is  used  by  hypodermically,  partly  in- 
tra-muscularly  and  partly  right  into 
the  skin  where  the  leprous  lesions 


occur.  Occosionally  those  treated  get 
a  strong  reaction,  in  the  form  of  skin 
eruptions  similar  to  hives  and  run 
high  fevers  and  are  really  quite  ill. 

“There  are  two  or  three  varieties 
of  the  disease.  In  the  Philippines, 
the  most  common  one  is  the  kind 
where  the  changes  in  color  and  char¬ 
acter  of  the  skin  appear  first.  In 
another  the  nerves  are  the  first  to  be 
effected  and  the  nerve  fibres  are  de¬ 
stroyed  by  the  leprous  bacilli.  Then 
there  are  cases  in  which  both  kinds 
are  combined.  Some  patients  react 
much  more  quickly  to  the  treatment 
than  others.  One  thing  I  was  sur¬ 
prised  to  learn  was  that  the  disease 
may  be  so  long  in  developing  after 
one  has  been  exposed  to  it,  five  and 
ten  years  and  even  twenty  and  twenty- 
five  years  after.  The  theory  is  that 
the  bacilli  are  stored  in  the  lymph 
glands  and  during  some  period  of 
lowered  resistance  start  to  work  in 
one  of  the  spots  favorable  to  its 
growth. 

“Another  astonishing  thing  is  that 
the  Doctors  who  work  there  firmly 
believe  that  adults  are  immune,  and 
that  every  case  can  eventually  be 
traced  to  exposure  in  early  childhood. 
Several  of  the  Doctors  there  have 
tried  to  inoculate  themselves  with 
the  disease  by  taking  bits  of  the 
rotting  tissue  from  leper’s  sores  and 
introducing  it  in  a  kind  of  serum, 
into  their  own  bodies.  One  Japanese 
Doctor  on  the  boat  exhibited  his  arm, 
where  he  had  done  this  six  years  ago, 
as  yet  he  has  had  no  ‘success.’  All 
animals  are  immune.  The  many  ex¬ 
periments  to  induce  the  disease  in 
rats,  monkeys,  guinea-pigs,  etc.  have 
so  far  all  been  failures.  The  bacillus 
is  very  short  lived  and  most  difficult 
to  grow  artificially.  In  fact  some  ex¬ 
perts  doubt  that  it  has  ever  really 
been  done.  Since  the  establishment 
of  the  Colony  in  1905  (I  believe)  no 
one  working  with  the  lepers  in  Culion 
has  ever  contracted  the  disease. 

“One  of  the  most  tragic  aspects  of 
the  work  there,  is  the  number  of 
babies  born  to  leprous  patients,  prac¬ 
tically  all  illegitimate.  Of  course  it 
it  against  the  law  for  them  to  marry 
and  in  spite  of  their  separate  dormi¬ 
tories  and  regulations,  the  maternity 
ward  was  crowded  when  we  were 
there!  The  babies  are  taken  away 
from  the  mothers  at  6  months  and 
turned  over  to  French  Sisters.  At 
the  age  of  two  they  are  sent  to  Ma¬ 
nila  and  turned  over  to  relatives  if 
they’ll  take  them,  but  the  majority  of 
them  are  sent  to  Welfareville,  a  little 
settlement  outside  of  Manila.  The 
sad  part  is  that  by  the  time  they  are 
twelve,  80  per  cent  have  developed 
leprosy,  and  later  on  still  more.  It 
seems  criminal.  Everyone  declares 
leprosy  is  not  inherited  and  that  if 
the  babies  were  removed  at  once  it 
would  not  develop  in  later  years,  but 
that  the  prolonged  contact  of  the 
nursing  baby  is  the  cause.  They  say 
they  do  not  have  facilities  for  caring 
for  the  babies  younger  than  6 
months.  The  French  Sisters  do  a 
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splendid  job  from  then  on.  The 
youngsters  were  darling,  fat  and 
clean  and  happy.”
